When a judge denudes a con­ 
stitutional question, when he decides

a fetish of a judge or of any one else, 
“Many eminent lawyers believe, and | 
sometimes assert, that the American J 
people are not fitted for popular gov- j 
em inent, and that it is necessary to 
kr ep the judiciary ‘independent of 
the majority or of all the people;* j 
that there must be no appeal to the 
people from the decision of a court in 
any case; and

therefore 
the 
judges are to be established es sov­ 
ereign rulers over the i»eople. 


Takes Issue Once More. 
“I take issue with all those who 
hold such a position. 
I regard it as a 
complete negation of our whole sys­ 
tem of government; and if it became 
the dominant position in this coun­ 
try, it would mean the absolute up­ 
setting of both the rights and the rule 
of the people,
